As the Yuletide season approaches, and it will be 
upon us almost before we arc aware ol it, the people ot 
this and other communities in this great country of ours 
are in the habit of taking stock of the condition of those 
less fortunate, at the same time that they are planning 
Christmas for those nearest and dearest to them. 
It is a 
fine commentary on the people of this and every other com­ 
munity that follows the plan, that we do not forget, in our 
eagerness to make a pleasant holiday for our own, that 
there are others who are in need of our thought and some 
material assistance, and 
contribute of our 
funds to 
an organized effort, not to dispense charity, but to extend 
a helping and an uplifting hand in a spirit of community 
friendship and neighborliness. 
In Bryan the Good Cheer does the work that in other 
communities is done by Community ( heats or other o r ­ 
ganizations formed to lend a hand to the orphan, the sick, 
those made destitute through some mishap or other—-in 
fact all worthy indigent. 
In past years this organization 
has been of invaluable? aid in relieving the helpless and 
those temporarily in distress. 
Not only has it made fam ­ 
ilies happy during the Christmas season, where otherwise 
they would spend a drab and cheerless \ uletide, but it has 
served through the twelve months, year atter year, to ren­ 
der aid to those in need and deserving of help. 
This organization annually makes a drive for tunds 
with which to carry on this work. 
It is financed by volun­ 
tary contributions. 
Each citizen is asked to give what 
he feels he can afford as his share of alleviating the dis­ 
tress of his neighbors.

There was a time, in this and other communities, when 
the relief of the needy depended on individual desire to 
help. 
This same plan still obtains in some communities 
in this country and very largely abroad. 
But experience 
has taught the people of most communities that one central 
organization, which may be a clearing house for,all infor­ 
mation regarding those in need of hell) and which shall 
-decide whether or not they are worthy and the extent 
•of their need, serves both the needy and those who con­ 
tribute to their relief with better results than followed 
individual and indiscriminate giving. 
It is for this reason that the Good Cheer in Bryan, the 
Community Chest elsewhere and all central organizations 
for the purpose of relieving the needy of the community, 
•re maintained year after year. 
Men and women con­ 
tribute to these organizations what, in other days, they 
gave here and there, with no real check on need or on 
result. 
The drive for Good Cheer funds for the year of 1930 
soon Will be launched. 
The prospect is for more need 
than usual, since crop conditions this year were not what 
they should have been and there are many individuals and 
families who will feel the sting of want before the winter 
is over,.and there is a real need for generous support of 
the fund. 
It is time now for every citizen to give this mat­ 
ter sober thought, take stock of his condition, and plan 
what he will be able to do in cooperating with this com- 
'iminity effort to aid the needy of Bryan, so that when the 
drive staffs it may be completed quickly and satisfactorily 
and a fund created, as in past years, that will meet the 
needs of the situation.

The annual roll call for the American Red Cross— in 
other words, the yearly drive for membership— formally 
began Munday, Armistice Day, and will be completed with 
Thanksgiving Day, Nov. 28. 
This roll call is primarily 
for the purpose of stimulating interest in the work of the 
organization and for the creation of funds, through small 
contributions, for the work of the local chapter as well 
as for the routine of the national organization. 
The American lied Cross has won an international 
reputation for service in time of disaster and the millions 
that have been made available for this work, through the 
generosity of the citizens of this country, have gone far 
toward building up a sense of goodwill toward th** people 
of this country. 
We who have lived free from disaster and who learn 
on I*' by hearsay of the work that is done by the American 
lied Cross in time of stress, cannot realize just the magni­ 
tude or the efficiency of this great relief agency or just 
how necessary and valuable the work is that it performs. 
In the Mississippi river floods two years ago, for example, 
this organization expended millions for the immediate 
relief, care over comparatively long periods and for the 
rehabilitation of flood sufferers. 
Camps were establish­ 
ed; men. women and children housed and fed and clothed 
and given the best of medical attention. 
When they were 
permitted to return to their homes they were provided with 
food and clothing and furniture and equipment, to replace 
that which had been lost. 
They were given seed with 
which to plant and they were provided with a certain 
amount of food until crops could mature. 
In a word, 
they were kept alive anil encouraged and lifted up and 
aided in every possible way not only to rehabilitate them­ 
selves but to improve their condition. 
What was done in this great disaster, the most serious 
in the history of this country, has been done in lesser meas­ 
ure in all others in this country, and, in most cases, abroad. 
There is no delay in getting on the ground for relief work. 
The needs of the situation are anticipated as nearly as pos­ 
sible and the fact that there are many trained workers in 
the organization, who have served through many disasters, 
makes possible proper and necessary relief measures with 
no appreciable loss of time. 
This organization, unique in the world’s history, is 
entitled to the support of every citizen who has any feel­ 
ing of responsibility for those who encounter disaster or 
who feels that it is the duty of one community to aid the 
members of another who have been made desolate and 
helpless by some great catastrophe. 
The Brazos County 
Chapter has a good record. 
In the past it has met its 
quota year after year. 
In many ways not known to the 
average citizen it has carried on the work for which it has 
been established and in countless cases has aided in relief 
and has given a service that no other organization i* iii a 
position to do or give. 
In this annual roll call your membership is solicited. 
The work of the national organization in past years and 
the work of the local chapter will bear the closest inspec­ 
tion and the support of every citizen is warranted. 
I his 
drive in Brazos county should go over the top in record 
time if every citizen who feels the cause a worthy one 
makes his contribution by signing up for a membership 
now.

In some instances one sees one can, in others two and 
in front of another home may be found lour or live. 
But 
they all are carrying a farm product lo market that brings 
a cash return every two weeks, which goes far toward 
every day expenses and protects the major crop ol the 
farm against the inroads of those same daily expenses. 
Banks and business men in Waco are sold on the idea 
that milking cows is a good business for the farm er and 
for all others with whom he h a s either a business or social 
relationship. 
Already this results of this development in 
McLennan county are noted, an d farmers, bankers and mer­ 
chants are working together to extend this movement, 
build up milk production and the prosperity of the entire 
community. 
If in Brazos county we had this same development, 
growing steadily in volume here as ii is in our neighboring 
county to the north, we would hove the same results and 
benefits. 
We have to go no I in t her away from home to 
gather indisputable evidence that milking cows pays and 
on the basis of the evidence we may glean there we should 
be impelled to boost this industry here. 
Already there 
is a market available in this county. 
W hat we need is 
production, and every business man and banker in the 
county should be interested from a purely selfish as well 
as a community betterment standpoint in boosting this. 
Let’s not stop until we haw* thousands of these signs 
of prosperity along the roads of Brazos county.

There is wealth in health. Healthy towns arc prosperous 
towns, and prosperous towns are healthy towns. 


An army of trained men, working in every state in the Union, 
have quietly been gathering facts for years. They have con­ 
clusively proved that community health and wealth go hand 
in hand.

Such a department should be 
in charge of a competent health officer. 


Pure water, sewage and garbage removal must be provided. 
Sanitary inspection serviced food and milk should be main­ 
tained. Control of preventable and communicable diseases 
is necessary. Sanitary schools with a heal th i nspection service, 
health education, proper school heating, lighting and v en­ 
tilation are essential. 


Auxiliary health agencies such as the Red Cross, Anti-'! u- 
berculosis Association, Visiting Nurse, Child and Infant 
Hygiene, Clinics (medical-dental , health publicity and 
educational work, general hospital facilities, and numer­ 
ous others are all doing a necessary work and should 
be supported. 


Periodical medical examinations disclose defects or condi­ 
tions of importance. 
In one out of every four persons 
the length of life can be increased 25% and more ny peri­ 
odical examinations. 
Doctors have increased the average 
span of life about nine years. Your doctor, and dentist 
would sooner help you keep well than try to cure you 
when you are sick.
